NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF BROADCASTERS 
ADOPTS ‘CODE’ IN CONVENTION 

At Los Angeles, May 17-31, 1948, an NAB code was born, 
exactly nineteen months after its inception in Chicago, as 
the organization’s Board of Directors, holding its conven- 
tion meeting, with five hundred engineers in attendance, 
adopted a “Standards of Practice.” There was considerable 
discussion as to the exact wording. The Board was locked 
in session from 10 a.m. until late that night, finally approv- 
ing the code. 

You possibly remember that two or three years ago there 
was great fear on the part of religious broadcasts of being 
cut off entirely. That was before any plan to work out 
standards acceptable to the industry was begun. Many of 
the radio stations were cutting off religious programs, stat- 
ing that they were not selling time to religious broadcasters. 
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In fact, they were narrowing it down to only released time, 
and that to those being approved by the ministerial associa- 
tions of tne various cities. More and more our fundamental 
preachers were being cut off the air, since almost all these 
ministerial associations were dominated by liberalists — 
ministers whose churches were members of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ of America. The National 
Networks were also bringing pressure to bear, insomuch 
that Charles Fuller, with the Old-Fashioned Revival broad- 
cast, was very fearful that his broadcast, too, was going 
to be cut off. The situation was very grave. 

The National Association of Evangelicals saw something 
must be done about it. Prior to the Columbus (Ohio) annual 
convention (1945), a call was issued to all religious broad- 
casters to consider organizing to protect the rights of all 
religious programs and religious broadcasters. From this 
call the National Religious Broadcasters (NRB) had its be- 
ginning, and a number of special meetings have been held 
and contacts made with high officials in the circles of the 
radio industry. When the matter was properly presented to 
them, it was found that the radio networks were willing 
that a code of ethics be worked out so that a satisfactory, 
workable basis could be established. You realize some of the 
so-called religious programs broadcasted throughout the 
country were poor and some unethical. The music, singing, 
and messages were not well-balanced. Others asked and 
begged for money so much until some of the radio men con- 
sidered these programs a racket. Because of this kind of 
program, strong pressure was being brought to cut off all 
religious purchased time. 

Since the beginning of NRB, the matter has been care- 
fully and prayerfully considered, not a stone being left 
unturned toward finding the best possible workable code 
by which religious broadcasting would not be hindered 
or thrown out. At our last NRB meeting in Chicago, May 3- 
6, the proposed code was approved and was presented to 
the National Association of Broadcasters at their conven- 
tion in Los Angeles. Very few and only minor changes were 
made before its final adoption. It is certainly gratifying to 
know that all the radio broadcasting networks are cooper- 
ating with NRB regarding the radio code. 

“Mr. Niles Trammell, president of NBC, when advised of 
the Code’s adoption by the NAB Board, issued the follow- 
ing statement: ‘I am extremely pleased that the board 
of directors of the National Association of Broadcasters 
has adopted a new and improved code of standards for 
the broadcasting industry. 

‘The National Broadcasting Company has long wanted 
such a new document. At their first annual convention in 
Atlantic City last September, NBC and its affiliated sta- 
tions took the leadership in urging the adoption of even 
more stringent, voluntary regulations than those approved 
by the NAB board today. 

‘However, the action of the NAB is surely a step in the 
right direction, and I am confident that now the industry 
has a practical and living document to guide it. The stand- 
ards of practice will continue to be improved. 

‘The National Broadcasting Company is now operating 
under its own code of practices which was first adopted in 
1934. This NBC code will now be revised so that it will con- 
tain both the new standards which have been adopted 
on an industry-wide basis and the even higher standards 
which NBC has voluntarily adopted to govern its own op- 
eration.’ ”"—Radio Daily. 

Rev. Earl P. Paulk, Greenville, South Carolina, and J. H. 
Walker are members of the NRB and voted the adoption 
of this Code recently in Chicago. 
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It is characteristic of religious or- 
ganizations to foster a spirit of exclu- 
siveness among their followers. This is, 
in some ways at least, permissible and 
understandable when one takes into 
account the tremendous emotional im- 
pact which gives persons the urge to 
“come out from among them.” It is, 
therefore, safe and reasonable to as- 
sume that without such an idea ex- 
pressed, believed, and propagated, 
there would have been only one Chris- 
tian religious system in our world to- 
day. It is also reasonable to assume 
that such would not have been in the 
best interests of the gospel of Christ. 


When the spiritual latter rain began 
to fall at the turn of this century, peo- 
ple all over America began to be re- 
freshed by the dynamic power of the 
Pentecostal baptism. There are two 
principal reasons, among many others, 
why this experience has resulted in 
the development of an American reli- 
gious movement called “Pentecostal.” 
This rather general term would in- 
clude all those who have personally 
experienced the spiritual baptism with 
the initial evidence of speaking in 
other tongues as did the one hundred 
and twenty on the day of Pentecost. 
Also, included would be thousands of 
persons who, though they are con- 
verted Christians, have not received 
the Pentecostal experience. All of 
these, however, are believers in the 
scriptural foundation for such doc- 
trine, and most of them are seeking to 
receive the enduement of the Holy 
Spirit. It is more than a mere coin- 
cidence that the Holy Spirit baptism 
was experienced in different sections 
of the United States and Europe near 
the same time in the years 1906 and 
1907. 

One reason for the growth and de- 
velopment of the Pentecostal church 
as such is that the refreshing showers 
came at a time when many people 
were beginning to yearn for a spirit- 
ual revival. A second is that when 
these people received the Holy Spirit, 
attended by strange manifestations, 
they began to be called “peculiar” and 
were dubbed “Holy Rollers.” The ex- 
perience caused some differences of 
opinion in local churches and the in- 
evitable result was that divisions oc- 
curred. The Pentecostals felt that they 
were highly honored of God, and when

they were not wholeheartedly accept- 
ed by others, it seemed to them pru- 
dent that they should be a “separate 
people unto God.” The division was 
at first congregational, but soon the 
need for organization was evident, and 
steps for denominational fellowship 
were taken none too soon. The free- 
dom from governmental restraint and 
the “holier-than-thou attitude” among 
some Pentecostals gave rise to unbe- 
coming and damaging practices in 
some sections. It must here be pointed 
out, however, that these problems, 
though regrettable, were exceptions 
rather than the rule. 


During the past four decades this 
movement, under God, has grown to 
be one of the most aggressive and 
evangelistic of all Christian move- 
ments since the time of the apostles 
and the first-century believers. The 
amazing acceleration and the spar- 
kling performance of this faith is evi- 
denced by the tremendous, almost 
breath-taking, phenomenal world out- 
look reflected by the virtual establish- 
ment of powerful outposts in every 
part of the world where Protestant 
Christianity may enter. Even in vast 
areas of the world which have suf- 
fered from the loss of their freedoms, 
this mighty, surging, spiritual crusade 
is definitely being felt. The iron cur- 
tain fell, but the Pentecostal move- 


ment grows amid the shadows which 
that curtain casts. The predominantly 
Catholic countries are feeling the ef- 
fect of the Pentecostal revival. It is 
world-wide. 

As a result of the missionary zeal of 
Spirit-filled saints, it is now necessary 
to employ a means of fellowship on a 
national and international basis. In 
May, 1947, the leading Pentecostal! or- 
ganizations of the world sent repre- 
sentatives to Zurich, Switzerland, to 
study needs in Europe and to coordi- 
nate relief efforts for war-stricken 
popuiations. Pentecostal leaders from 
twenty-two countries attended that 
conference. It is anticipated that 
another world conference of Spirit- 
baptized leaders will convene in 1949 
in Paris. These developments show a 
definite trend toward Pentecostal 
world fellowship. 


The leaders of the larger Pentecostal 
church groups in the United States 
and Canada met in Chicago, Illinois, 
on May 7, 1948, to discuss the needs of 
the greater unity in a proposed fel- 
lowship among the Pentecostal people 
of America. Definite progress was 
made and the blessed Holy Ghost hov- 
ered over us as we discussed the things 
which make for “the unity of the 
faith.” There was not a discordant 
note struck in these discussions, but 
everyone expressed a sincere hope for 
the future development of ways and 
means to promote greater understand- 
ing among Holy-Ghost-filled people. 
Plans are being made for another 
meeting in Chicago. We who represent 
the Church of God shall passionately 
plan and pray for the fulfillment, in 
a practical and Christian way, of the 
prayer of Jesus as recorded in the 17th 
chapter of St. John.

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The Days of Miracles and Signs Are Not Over 


One Sabbath day about December 
16, 1947, I arose early, in quite a hurry 
for church. I rushed off without 
breakfast in order to catch the church 
bus. It wasn’t one of the usual Sab- 
baths; it was a very cold day, the 
wind blowing hard. After Sunday 
School a young man walked up to me 
and asked me to go with him to a 
birthday dinner of a very old lady. 
An intended prayer meeting was to be 
there, and I was invited to speak. 
Another young man, Brother Richard 
Tyler, gathered a few of the church 
books and his guitar, and he, Brother 
Bill Dollars, and I started out. A few 
more saints joined us. We traveled 
over many, long, twisting country 
roads, finally coming to a little plain, 
planked, shotgun shack, aloofed back 
in a field of sagebrush. 


Quite a few of the near kin had 
gathered already. I couldn’t keep from 
noticing some very rough and rugged 
looking characters standing around 
the yard murmuring to themselves. 
They all stared at us as we walked up. 
We spoke and went in. 


We had to bow our heads in order 
that we wouldn’t bump them as we 
went in. On the wall was an old and 
faded enlarged picture of probably a 
Civil War veteran, in an oval-shaped 
frame. It was merely a hull of a house. 
You could see outside through the 
sides and top. 

Just behind the front door a very 
pathetic sight caught my eyes, that 
of an old lady stricken with palsy. Her 
slim, bony arms were outstreched, 
welcoming the visitors coming 
through the door. You could hardly 
get to the bed as there was a 
table so stacked with medicine it al- 
most blocked the passage. One by one 
we were introduced to her; first Broth- 
er Bill Dollars, then Brother Tyler, 
then I. They said, “This is Aunt Lula.” 
Smilingly, she gave me her hand and 
welcomed me. Soon Brother Tyler be- 
gan on the guitar and the Christians 
sang several songs. I noticed Aunt 
Lula as she sat up in bed and tried to 
clap her poor, bony hands. We were 
singing, “When the Morning Comes.” 
Someone appeared in the door. He an- 
nounced dinner was awaiting us out- 
side. My, you should have seen the 
small children scramble out the front 
door.

As we went out, I noticed the sun 
was shining brightly by this time. 
¢When I say we, I mean about five of 
us young people, three young men all 
in the range of eighteen, nineteen, and 
twenty, also two young ladies from a 
near-by Church of God, Sisters Vir- 
ginia Cook and Marie Melvin.) When 
we came around to the-side yard, there 
were grandchildren, children, friends, 
and distant and near relatives. I 
noticed an unusually large homemade 
cake, mixed with colors, green, red, 
etc. On the top was candy. This was 
Aunt Lula’s birthday cake. There was 
a Baptist minister present, who asked 
Brother Tyler to offer thanks. There 
in the crisp December wind, I looked 
glancingly around and I saw the two 
tables that had been placed together 
in the yard. Many delicious-looking 
dishes had been placed on the table. 
After all had eaten we went back to 
the tiny front room. 

We young people and several elder 
ones sang old-time songs. I noticed 
the children going in and out carry- 
ing various things from the table to 
Aunt Lula’s bed. Aunt Lula was prop- 
ped up in bed, with a stack of books 
and magazines for a tray and her 
plate sitting on top. On the bed were 
many gifts. They had been given her 
by the ones gathered there. I noticed 
a pair of blue house slippers on top 
of the cover. The doctor had said Aunt 
Lula would never walk again, and if 
she did, it would be a long time, be- 
cause it would take time to build up 
her strength. She was at the ripe age 
of ninety-one, and her bony arms 
were, at the most, three inches 
around. Aunt Lula was just bones 
with a thin tissué of flesh covering 
them. I wondered, as I looked at the 
shoes, if Aunt Lula would ever be able 
to wear them? 

We had intended to have an old- 


time prayer meeting there. A Baptist 
minister heard we were coming over 
to pray for Aunt Lula, and he came, 
also. Finally, an aged lady came in 
carrying her basket. Her dress was 
touching her ankles. Her dull gray 
hair was an upsweep, knotted on the 
back of her head. 

The Baptist minister made a short 
talk. Beforehand, while singing, we 
had felt the joy of the Lord and knew 
He was there. The minister asked me 
to dismiss them in prayer. I knelt and 
began to pray. The more I prayed, the 
better I felt. Soon, all of us -holiness 
people joined in a concert prayer. 
The power of the Holy Ghost touched 
me. The Baptist minister arose and 
sang “Amazing Grace.” Brother Tyler 
arose and went over to Aunt Lula’s 
bed and asked the Lord to heal her. 
Then the Baptist minister quit sing- 
ing. I too arose and went over. I moved 
the table of medicine back and joined 
Brother Tyler. We laid our hands on 
her in Jesus’ name. Over in the corner, 
her daughter, who had brought the 
house slippers, watched anxiously, 
with big tears in her eyes. After a 
while she ran over, as Aunt Lula 
raised up from her pillow, and slipped 
the slippers on Aunt Lula’s feet. Still 
we prayed in Jesus’ name. Suddenly, 
Aunt Lula flung the cover back and 
hit the floor shouting! Every child of 
God was blessed. Even the Baptist 
minister stood with tears in his eyes, 
and’ everyone of those outside felt 
something, I believe. We all testified 
and sang again. God, His Son, and the 
Holy Ghost certainly were there. 
Later, when we were ready to leave, 
I went over to tell Aunt Lula good-by. 
She grasped my hand and said, “Pray 
for me. I’ve been a wicked old lady, 
but now I’m living for Jesus.” There 
was a tiny, old woman who had been 
stricken with palsy. Doctors said she 
would never walk again, and if she 
did it would take a long time to build 
her strength up again. But she walked, 
even that day. 

No, the days of miracles and signs 
are not over. Even today Jesus is still 
as real as ever. As we drove away, the 
sun setting low, the wind crisp, I 
looked out through the sagebrush, 
blown about by the wind, and thought 
about how Jesus had healed before, 
even in Galilee, Damascus, and Caper-

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PENTECOSTAL LEADERS DISCUSS NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 





These are representatives from eight Pentecostal organizations in the United States and 
Canada, who met at Chicago on May 7 to explore the possibilities of closer cooperation 


among brethren of the Pentecostal faith. 


Twenty-four representatives and 
leaders of some of the major Pente- 
costal denominations met in council 
at the Hotel Congress in Chicago on 
May 7, to explore the possibilities of 
forming a national Pentecostal fellow- 
ship. A splendid spirit of Christian 
unity prevailed, and it was unani- 
mously agreed that a national as- 
sociation on a fellowship basis was 
entirely possible. 

A number of areas of inter-denomi- 
national cooperation were surveyed, 
including fellowship among mission- 
aries and ministers, working agree- 
ments for the establishment of 
churches and stations at home and 
abroad, joint receiving homes and 
schools for missionaries and their 
children, and the presenting of a 
united front in matters which are 
common to all. 

A temporary steering committee, to 
be composed of three representatives 
from each of the participating de- 
nominations, is to meet in Chicago on 
August 3, to draw up preliminary and 
suggestive articles for the proposed 
Pentecostal Association, and a con- 
stitutional convention is expected to 
follow within a year. 
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Among the Pentecostal denomina- 
tions represented in the Chicago 
meeting were the Church of God, 
Cleveland, Tenn., the Assemblies of 
God, the Pentecostal Holiness Church, 
the International Church of the Four- 
Square Gospel, the Open Bible Stand- 
ard Churches, the Pentecostal Assem- 
blies of Canada, Elim Missionary As- 
semblies, and the International Pen- 
tecostal Assemblies. Pentecostal de- 
nominations with a properly consti- 
tuted organization and a governing 
body are being considered for mem- 
bership in the association.

LEE COLLEGE CLOSES SUCCESSFUL 
YEAR; HAS LARGEST SUMMER 
SCHOOL IN HISTORY

A great year in the history of Lee 
College has come to a close. During 
the past year the school has moved 
to its new home, organized its work on 
the new campus, and has gone through 
one of the most triumphant periods in 
its history. - 

We have 231 students enrolled. for 
the summer term, which is the largest 
number by far that the institution has 
ever enrolled for a summer session. 
The summer school is usually small, 
but this one almost makes us feel that 
the regular term is still going. 


We have on our campus fifty-one 
public school teachers from Bradley 
and surrounding counties. These 
teachers are taking college work at 
our school in a teacher-workshop or- 
ganization. This program has been 
approved by the Tennessee State De- 
partment of Education, and we are 
authorized by the State Department 
to give these teachers the required 
number of college hours for the re- 
newal of their teaching permits dur- 
ing the coming year.

These are the days of the new look. 
Hardly do you have to go a block be- 
fore you see the new look. It is not 
confined to the world, but it has come 
to religion. Some call it by one name 
and some by another. I declare that 
this is a day when we need to preach 
an ancient gospel. This is a day when 
ministers are supposed to be physi- 
cians, community men, etc.; but it was 
not so in God’s plan, for it pleased 
God “by the foolishness of preaching 
to save them that believe.” 


We live at a fast rate of speed. 
Someone says, “Where is the fire?” 
but we are only going to the store. 
One gets a new car and the first ques- 
tion is, “How fast will it go?” Some- 
one tells us that with this great power 
man is about to bring into’ a small 
collection, he can wipe everything off 
the earth. A few years ago the scien- 
tists thought they had reached the 
apex of their vocation; they said, “We 
have come to the place where there 
are no more things to be invented.” 
Now, in these days of the twentieth 
century, we are living in the midst of a 
scientific age. It has even come to 
preaching, but there are some who can 
get a touch from heaven. There are 
places they cannot preach, because 
they do not know the science of 
preaching, but they know God. Though 
we may not know the decree of science, 
it is far more important to emphasize 
this gospel so that men may know and 
feel the real power of God. 

In the midst of all this we need to 
cry as one crying in the wilderness. 
We need to preach with the passion 
with which the men of God preached 
of old. In this day when the pillars 
of western civilization are crumbling, 
we must preach a message that is of 
the Word, one that comes from God, 
that will let men know we have been 
in contact with the power of God. We 
need to be concérned. The condition 
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of the world is hopeless. 

Men would have us believe the hope 
of the world rests in the institutions 
of men: the only hope of the world 
lies in Jesus Christ. Preaching Him in 
this day is the only hope of men sur- 
viving. 

History books are full of the prog- 
ress of man. In the early days we 
lived in caves. We had implements to 
fight with made of bone and wood; 
later the crude implement, the hatch- 
et. Then man began to develop his 
mind, began to climb the ladder of 
success. He built a roof over his head. 
He finally knew how to build a house 
of stone; he knew how to build houses 
of trees; and now moves more rapidly 
than ever. It is a common thing today 
to go out and see a ship. We hear the 
roar and the plane is overhead, and 
we marvel and wonder. Men sail the 
ocean and fly through the sky. They 
now talk about building airways in 
the sky. One day, they tell us, they 
brought together factors and made 
the atomic bomb. I heard a newscast 
and the reporter said the army has 
come to the place that they realize 
when another war comes we shall have 
to go underground. They will soon 
build cities underground. We have 
come a long way and are going back 
to the cave. The condition of man is 
utterly hopeless. 

We need to preach an ancient gos- 
pel that will solve every problem of 
man. When you preach the gospel, 
pointing to the other world, people 
call you visionary. If we have no hope 
in a life beyond this, we are as the 
man who built on the sand, and it will 
not be long until our house will come 
tumbling down. 

This gospel of which I speak was 
born in a perilous time. Paul said, “I 
am not ashamed of the gospel.” He 
was not ashamed because “it is 
the power of God unto salvation to

everyone that believeth.” 
grasping totalitarianism, impure wor- 
ship, race hatred, and poverty living 
next to the selfish rich. This gospel 
that he preached that day is the need, 
and it is sufficient today. We need 
that ancient gospel in this modern 
world. In the days of Nero there were 
men and women who believed with 
all their hearts, and to them it was 
living. It was empire against the cross, 
but the Galilean hasn’t been con- 
quered. He is able to set at liberty 
those who are bound. It was a contest 
of Caesar against Christ. His enemies 
said, “The way for us to do is to nail 
Him to the tree.” Not one word did 
He utter. He then said, “Father, for- 
give them.” They passed on, and those 
spikes that held Him on the old cross 
have long since gone to dust, but the 
man they nailed there is alive forever- 
more.

We need such a gospel because the 
philosophies of the past have failed. 
The Epicureans said, “Eat, drink, and 
be merry.” All you need to do today 
is to take a drive and see people eat- 
ing, drinking, and making merry; but 
in spite of that we need the ancient 
gospel. Socrates’ “know thyself” was 
not sufficient, nor is it for this day 
in which we live. To know thyself is 
not enough. We have many substi- 
tutes for these things today. We have 
the philosophy of pantheism, which 
teaches that God is in the trees, in 
the bird’s singing, etc. There are peo- 
ple who believe all they need to do is 
to take a walk in the woods and they 
can sit down with God. This may be a 
good foundation for some people to 
come to the knowledge of the truth, 
but it is not sufficient to save men 
from their sins. 

There came into the world one day 
a philosophy that said the most im- 
portant thing in the world was the 
human. Some stand in various pul- 
pits and preach the philosophy of 
humanism rather than the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. To preach that will do 
away with the resurrection of our Lord 
from the dead. To do away with the 
resurrection we are wasting a lot of 
our time and talent, for if Jesus were 
not born of a virgin, and He were not 
raised from the dead, then He does not 
have the power to raise the dead. 


There came a man along who 
preached a different philosophy. He 
said, “Deny thyself, take up thy cross.” 
An ancient gospel, but in the midst of 
a modern world it is able to save men. 
Faith in the virgin birth of the Son of 
God is the need of this day and we 
should preach it more. The hope of 
all men in this modern world is an 
ancient gospel. The world today needs 
such a gospel. 

A few days ago, pictured in Life 
magazine were people starving to 
death in a war-torn country. They 
said, “What will you do to help us?” 
A few pages over showed another hap- 
pening in the world—piles and piles 
of potatoes. They said we had no way

to send the potatoes to them. We 
must burn the potatoes and let the 
people starve to death. Don’t tell me 
this world doesn’t need Pentecost! We 
can give a few potatoes to some coun- 
try that wants to war, but we will let 
other people starve to death—selfish- 
ness. 

Men need a gospel of pardon be- 
cause of the sinfulness abroad in the 
land today. We are becoming enlight- 
ened, some say, and the world will be 
a better place in which to live. I don’t 
think that is true. To me it seems 
a more dangerous place to live. The 
hope of the world is this gospel that 
will make them anew. They brought 
to the Master the woman who had 
been caught in the very act of adul- 
tery. Jesus, writing in the sand, said, 
“Woman, where are those thine ac- 
cusers?” Here this man preaches un- 
to her the gospel, “Neither do I con- 
demn thee: go, and sin no more.” We 
need to preach it with all of our

hearts. 

John Bunyan looked through the 
bars and saw a man being led to 
death. His heart was filled with grat- 
itude, but he didn’t say, “I am glad he 
has to die, because he ought to.” There 
are Christians who rejoice when peo- 
ple die and go to hell. John Bunyan 
looked through the bars and saw that 
man and was moved with compassion, 
but said, “Except for the grace of God, 
there goes John Bunyan.” We can see 
men in trouble, in peril; if it had not 
been for the grace of God, we too 
would have been in the same place. 
If we don’t preach it, how will the 
world hear it? 

This world needs a gospel of pur- 
pose. Too many people live aimlessly; 
live for a day at a time. They do not 
realize they are spending their lives 
without any purpose in view. I remem- 
ber the words of the Master when He 
said, “I must needs go through Sa-

Here, we have depicted the fall of 
Satan who was once a reigning prince. 
Isaiah tells us he said, “I will exalt 
my throne above the stars of God,” 
Isa. 14:13. When he became lifted up 
in pride and drunken on a greed for 
supreme power, he fell. He is the first 
apostate being of whom we have an 
account. Pride and selfishness led to 
his downfall. 

In Eden, he preached his philosophy 
to. Mother Eve: “You won’t die, but 
you'll be wise as gods, knowing good 
and evil.” This is the beginning of 
“once saved, you can’t be lost.” The 
Bible says there will be a falling away. 
2 Thess. 2:3. Certain people say that 
those who have been born again can’t 
fall away; however, many are falling 
away.

Cor. 10:12. When a preacher, or any 
other member, feels that he is so im- 
portant the church can’t go without 
him, he is on slippery ground, and if 
his attitude is not quickly changed, he 
will be down and out. If you hear one 
constantly complaining about being 
ignored and mistreated, you may be 
assured that he has slipped, and Satan 
is giving him a strong push downward. 
Some people take pleasure in telling 
that many of the members of the 
church where they belong are back- 
slidden. They seem to rejoice because 
others (according to their reckoning) 
are backslidden. Such an attitude is 
pretty good evidence that the accusers 
are the ones who have actually fallen.

easy to fall, but constant effort and 
trust in God is necessary in order to 
stand. 

Since Satan has fallen, he is trying 
to bring everyone down to his level 
and is doing a big job of it.

instances of people becoming apostate 
are recorded in the Bible. Saul, the 
first king of Israel, fell, lost his king- 
ship, and filled a suicide’s grave. Many 
in Israel, after their wonderful and 
miraculous deliverance from Egyptian 
bondage, backslid and were destroyed 
in the wilderness. Judas Iscariot, by 
transgression, fell and went to his own 
place, after having power to cast out 
demons, cleanse lepers, and heal the 
sick.

When a man disregards his mar- 
riage vow, leaves a good wife, and steps 
out with some painted-faced flapper, 
he is an apostate; and vice versa, 
when a woman counts as nothing her 
marriage vow, leaves a good husband, 
and steps out with another man, she 
becomes an apostate of the lowest 
type. No matter what church they 
belong to, if they don’t repent, hell 
will be their doom. Preachers back- 
slide, put.on a front, and try to carry 
on, but at God’s appointed time, He 
pulls the curtain aside, points an in- 
dex finger at each apostate, and says, 
“He is no longer mine.” It seems as 
if the devil works harder to drag down 
preachers than he does the laity, for 
he knows if he can corrupt the lead- 





ers, he has everything blocked. A 
backslidden preacher makes the devil 
a very good assistant in his down- 
pulling business, and the devil knows 
it. Some people are in the devil’s 
quicksands. They have strayed from 
the sure foundation, and the more 
they do the lower they sink. People 
can stand only by staying on the Rock 
of Ages. 

“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall de- 
part from the faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits, and doctrines of 
devils,” 1 Tim. 4:1. People stand by 
faith, and when one departs from the 
thing that enables him to stand, he 
falls. People can mistake seducing 
spirits for the Spirit of God and be 
led astray; therefore, let us try the 
spirits and know we are moved by the 
Spirit of God. It is easy to become 
fanatic and be tossed about by winds 
of doctrine. Satan has messengers, 
and those who listen to them will cer- 
tainly fall. 

Some teach that when one is born 
again, he can’t fall away and be lost. 
They accuse us of teaching sinless 
perfection; but if one who is born 
again can’t fall away, nothing could 
beat that for perfectness. Ever since 
Satan seduced Mother Eve and caused 
her to sin and lose her beautiful home, 
he has been deceiving people with his 
NO HARM philosophy. It is no harm 
to attend the movies, ball games, prize 
fights, dances, etc., are his snares and 
many are falling into them. If we 
will keep filled with the Holy Ghost, 
keep our eyes on things above, the 
attractions of this world will look like 
a trash pile. Don’t be deceived. Talk 
to God and let Him talk to you. Watch 
yourself and stay in the middle of the 
road, and you will never fall. Amen.

Brock, our pastor for the past two and 
one-half years, succeeded Rev. J. Carl 
Hughes, who is now pastoring the 
church at Baltimore, Maryland. 
Brother Hughes had just remodeled 
our old church, but the large member- 
ship and the congregation had out- 
grown the building. One night during 
one of our regular services the Holy 
Ghost gave us a message, telling us to 
build a larger church, that the Lord 
would be with us and help us. This 
message was repeated a number of 
times in different services. So, with- 
out any money in our building fund 
and at the most difficult time, be- 
cause of scarcity of building material, 
we started building. Due to shortages, 
Government officials asked us to stop 
building for eight months; but the 
Lord directed Brother Brock to con-

tinue and said that He would work it 
out for him with the housing board, 
and the Lord did just that. The pri- 
ority was granted and we continued 
with the building. 

Just to give you an idea of how the 
Lord worked things out in our favor, I 
shall tell you of one outstanding thing. 
The contractor told Brother Brock 
that ours was the only job for which 
he had sufficient material. 

During the construction, Brother 
Brock said the Lord had directed him 
to sell his 1946 Super 8 Hudson Sedan 
and to give the money to the building 
fund, along with a month’s salary, 
and live by faith, which he did. God 
seemed to be in this act so greatly 
that for three months following it, the 
church averaged raising one thousand 
dollars a week toward our new church. 


The church, not wanting their pas- 
tor to be in need of a presentable car, 


secretly solicited money among them- 
selves, went to the car dealer, and 
paid the down payment on a four- 
door Deluxe Ford Mercury for a 
Christmas present for him. 

We now have a nice beautiful brick 
and tile church completed, with a 
fifty-by-ninety-foot auditorium, full 
basement for Sunday School rooms, a 
modern automatic steam heating 
plant, a thirteen-by-thirty-foot off- 
set for two office rooms (one for a 
secretary and broadcasting control 
booth and the other one for a private 
office for the pastor), and a thirty- 
by-thirty-six-foot room in the base- 
ment for the L. W. W. B., with 
natural-oak-finish woodwork, hard- 
wood floors, buff plastered walls, 
a stipple-finished ceiling, modern in- 
direct lighting, elevated choir which 
will seat approximately eighty per- 
sons, red oak pews finished with na- 
tural oak, blending with the interior 
of the building, special indirect choir 
lighting, draped arch over rostrum, 
pulpit and altar carpeted, and rubber 
runners down each aisle. 


The church is valued at eighty 
thousand dollars. 

Over one hundred new members 
have been received into the church 
since Brother Brock took over the 
pastorate, and a church has been or- 
ganized on the west side of the City, 
where Rev. L. C. Caldwell is now pas- 
tor. They have almost one hundred 
members, of which approximately 
thirty were transferred from this 
church. We have one of the largest 
congregations in the city of Hamil- 
ton. The church has a full-time sec- 
retary and aradio secretary. Our 
Sunday evening congregations run 
from about six hundred to one thou- 
sand. Our membership is now three 
hundred and sixty-one. We have a 
daily broadcast from Monday through 
Friday and a Sunday afternoon 
broadcast from two-thirty until three 
o’clock. We stand next to WLW, the 
national station at Cincinnati, in lis- 
teners, at that time of day on Sunday. 
It is one of the largest Church of God 
broadcasts in this part of the country. 
In our services we have a stringed 
orchestra, quartets, trios, duets, and 
solos. 

In conclusion, we wish to report 
that the church has broken all records 
in every department. Since Brother 
Brock came here as pastor we have 
sold the old parsonage and purchased 
a new one. It is a six-room, two-story,

maria.” He preached to the woman 
at the well. A gospel of purposes will 
cause men to do things for God. In 
the twelfth century there was a man 
who had a great passion for souls. He 
decided that a good many people were 
being neglected; the rich were able 
to go to the finer places of learning, 
but the poor needed a different gos- 
pel, so he clothed himself and went to 
preach the gospel to them, though he 
could have enjoyed the wealth of the 
world. He was Francis of Assisi. 

Word came to an aged mother that 
her two daughters, who were mission- 
aries in Japan, were dead. She became 
very busy about the work around the 
house, locking up. She said, “My 
daughters are over there. They gave 
their lives preaching the gospel, and 
I am going to preach the gospel and 
be with my daughters.” She was old, 
but gave twenty years of service. 

“IT am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly.” He is a solution to every 
problem. This gospel is a gospel of 
power, that will get underneath us, 
lift us up, and give us strength to go 
forward. 

Think of the blind man. He came in 
contact with the Man who had re- 
lieved him of his blindness. His par- 
ents were asked, “Is this your son?” 
They were afraid of the people. Many 
would enjoy religion more if they were 
not afraid of people. They said to the 
young man, “We know that this man 
is a sinner.” He said, “Whether he be 
a sinner or no, I know not: one thing 
I know, that whereas I was blind, now 
I see.” He had come in contact with 
the power. ’ 

I hear Paul as he was in jail, and 
oh what marvelous words he said in 
his letter to Timothy: “I suffer trou- 
ble ... even unto bonds; but the word 
of God is not bound.” The Word was 
the same Word as in the beginning. “I 
am chained, but the living Word is not 
bound.” He was about to go. He still 
had the same power. You may be 
bound by sectarianism and skepticism, 
but the Word of God is not bound. 
Look to the cross. 


“There is a fountain filled with blood, 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins;

Lose all their guilty stains. 
“The dying thief rejoiced to see 
That fountain in his day; 
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And there may I, tho’ vile as he, 
Wash all my sins away.” 


The thief had come into contact 
with the gospel that had power. You 
may as well try to move mountains as 
to try to stop men from preaching it. 
They will preach on. Paul said, “Woe 
is unto me if I preach not the gospel.” 
As you pags the hospitals, something 
should stir your soul and cause you 
to say, “Woe is unto me, if I preach 
not the gospel.” In passing the prison, 
something should impress it on your 
heart. Let the sun stop shining—men 
will preach on in darkness. There are 
men who will preach on; there are 
men who are‘still carrying an ancient 
gospel in a modern world.
